SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The Classification Office classifies the audio cassette Prodigy The Fat of the Land as: 
Unrestricted. 

The cassette is a high-profile release by British band Prodigy. It contains ten tracks of 
fast-paced, percussive, modern electronic dance music. 

Some of the tracks have a low level of offensive language. Two deal indirectly with the 
infliction of serious physical harm. The lyrics in these tracks are ambiguous and 
constitute a minor part of the cassette as a whole. The lyrics are subsumed into the 
overall effect of the music, and are often difficult to discern. The Classification Office 
has given due consideration to the lyrical content of the cassette, but does not find any 
likelihood of injury to the public good if the cassette is made generally available. 
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
